Parties on the Attorney General's
Salary.

To rae VoTeErs or MicHIGAN:
One of the most Important offices in this

salary of §800 was fixed by the constitution
of the state in 1850, Is wholly inadequate.
At that time the dutles of the office wers
few, and mostly of an advisory character.
The attorneys who held the office were not
required to rellnquish any portion of the
private practice, and this eoabled the peo-
ple to secure for thelr chief law ofcer the
ablest man at the bar, In 1850, when the
constitution was adopted, the attorney-gen-
eral of the state was Geo. V. N. Lothrop.
He wus succeeded by Willlam Male, and
from 1855 to 1880, the office was held by
Jacob M. Howard, Mr. Hale was a good
lawyer and a first-olass business man; and
it Is undoubtedly true that Geo. V. N.
Lothrop and Jacob M. Howard were the
two greatest lawyers the Michigan bar has
80 far produced,
With the growth of the state the dutles
and responsibilities of the attorney-general
have very largely increased, and be should
now devote his entire time to his official
duties, In view of these facts, we believe
the proposed nmendment of the constitution
Inereasing the salary of the attorney-general
to §3,500, and requiring him to reside in
Lansing, ought to be adopted.
